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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Applicant claims, among other things, a process for producing a 
decorative candle having multiple pigmented layers, the process 
comprising dipping a wax core containing a wick into a liquid clear wax 
multiple times in sequence with dipping the wax ball core in water, dipping 
the wax core coated by the process of the previous step into a first liquid 
pigmented wax multiple times in sequence with dipping in water to form a 
pigmented wax ball, dipping the pigmented wax ball in the previous step in 
a liquid clear wax and cooling the ball to about ambient temperature, 
rubbing an outer surface of the ball to form a primed layer, dipping the ball 
of the previous step multiple times in the liquid clear wax followed by 
dipping in water, dipping the ball of the previous step into a second liquid 
pigmented wax multiple times followed in sequence by dipping in water, 
dipping the pigmented wax ball containing the second pigmented wax in a 
liquid clear wax and cooling the ball to about ambient temperature to form 
a second primed layer, dipping the ball of the previous step multiple times 
in clear wax followed in sequence by dipping in water, and decorating the 
ball of the previous step by peeling the second pigmented layer away in 
desired patterns. 
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Prior Art 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered 
pertinent to applicant's disclosure. The prior art references all disclose 
candles and processes for making candles reflecting the general 
background of the art. Nevertheless, the prior art of record, taken alone or 
in combination therewith, does not disclose nor make obvious the 
combination as claimed by applicant. It should be noted that while the 
prior art references disclose some of the claimed steps, the do not 
disclose all of the steps, nor the claimed sequence. It should be further 
noted that the process claimed in the instant application is not simply for 
the purpose of an esthetic result. Not only does the end result have 
specific utility, but also the steps themselves have utility and criticality. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
